ſent to Muttredas, as Captain Dorrill in his Anſwer aflerts, is modeſtly ſup- 
poſed to be what that Generous Captain hath been informed ; and that may 
be all he intends, when he offers to make Afﬀidavit thereto, if 'required ; for 
the Company to talk big, and to vouch Hear-ſays for Truth, and believe it, 
is no new nor ftrange thing; 


Their Confidence in laying ſuch' an Account before the Honourable Houſe 
of Commons, wherein they reckon the- Coft of-all- their fifteen Ships (when 
they had Advice that the 7homas her Cargo was Inveſted, and ſent Home from 
Sarratt) is ſingular, and it is no leſs, in their endeavouring- i conceal this 
Debt of Muttredss in Bengall, where they pretended to owe nothing, yet are 
now forced to own it with this pretty Evalion. | 


But if Mattredas his Letter is to be believed, he hath not only this, but great- 
er Demands upon the Company; and ſo have abundance of People more. 


' And it will be well for all that have any thing to do with the Company, if 
the Martha's Cargo Arrived in the Bay; and the Loxdon Frigat's Cargo, Ar- 
rived at the Fort St. George (two of the aforeſaid fifteen Ships) have nor been 
Inveſted and fent home from thoſe places, as was the Thomas's from Saurratt. For 
it's notoriouſly known, that the Company are in ſuch bad Circumftances in 7z- 
diz, as that they have very little either Stock or Credit there ; which a 
Worthy Member of the Honourable Houſe of Commons, lately Arrived from 
thence, can Teſtifie if he pleaſeth.
